Dear Sir 


At your request I respectfully submit the accompanying plan, with approximate estimate 
on the same, for the removal of the Steam Power plant to the north west corner of the property, 
by locating the Boiler House without the walls of the main building, in a room underlying the 
present pavement. 


Fig. 1, is a plan of the basement, embracing that portion of the building north of the 
chimney S, and includes the proposed plan A, of an excavation at the extreme north western end 
of the property, for the reception of steam boilers of a capacity of 400 Horse Power, the proposed 
Engine Room at B, and the duct leading from the Boiler House A, to the chimney S, as shown by 
the red lines in the plan. 


Fig. 2, is a vertical transverse section of A. Fig. 1, showing the walls C.C., the Phoenix 
floor beans D.D., the ends of the box girders E.E., the supporting columns F.F., with the 
necessary foundations for the same G.G., the stairway leading through the doorway H into the 
Engine Room B, Fig. 1, and the windows I .I., opening from the north wall of the Engine Room 
B, above the surface line of the yard. 


Fig. 3, is a vertical, longitudinal, section of A. Fig. 1, showing the walls C.C., the box 
girders E.E., the ends of the Phoenix floor beams D.D., the brick arches J.J., with the overlying 
pavement K, the supporting columns F-.F., and the side elevation of the stairway leading through 
the doorway H, Fig. 2, into the Engine Room as shown at B, Fig. 1. 


The opening L.L. above the surface line of the yard open into the rooms M & R Fig. 1, 
now used by the Medal Dept. 


The Columns supporting the roof of the north porch are shown at O. Fig. 3.
